Motion  made 
that  a  set  of  resolutions  be  sent  to 
the  city  charter  before  January  25th, 
the  same  to  be  drawn  up  by  a  com¬ 
mittee  consisting  of  Mrs.  Orr,  Chair¬ 
man;  Miss  Garrabrant,  Miss  Gaggs 
and  Mrs.  Gay.  Motion  seconded  and 
carried.  Motion  made  and  seconded 
that  minutes  of  the  December  meet¬ 
ing  as  printed  in  the  January  issue 
of  the  Journal  be  accepted.  Carried. 
The  annual  report  of  the  secretary, 
was  read,  a  copy  of  which  follows. 

Madam  President  and  Fellow  Mem- 

hers: 

As  secretary  of  this  organiza¬ 
tion  I  have  the  following  report  to 
make.  In  the  past  year,  since  the 
annual  meeting  we  have  held  regular 
meetings  in  the  months  of  March, 
April,  May,  October,  November  and 
December  and  meetings  of  the  Board 
of  Directors  one  each  in  March, 
June  and  October,  each  time  to  take 
action  upon  applications  for  sick 
benefits.

Our  active  membership  list  has.., 

had  an  addition  of  fourteen  names  . 

i 

all  of  which  with  but  one  exception -i* 
are  those  of  recent  graduates.  Two  ^ 
members  have  resigned  and  ten  have 
been  dropped  because  of  non-payment  v 
of  dues.  We  have  had  no  additions  3 
to  the  list  of  associate  or  honorable  ^ 
members,  and  through  death  we  have 
lost  Miss  Helen  Wiltsie,  long  an 
energetic,  active  member  but  whose 
name  in  the  last  year  was  placed  on 
the  honorary  membership  list;  alsd 
Mr.  Leslie  Carter  late  President 
of  St.  Luke’s  Hospital,  who  was  a 
sympathetic  associate  member. 

Now  our  active  membership  num¬ 
bers  168,  our  associate,  69  and  our 
honorary  12  members,  making  a  sum 
total  of  249.  Last  year’s  membership 
numbered  259  so  in  numbers  we  are 
not  so  strong  as  then. 

Sick  benefits  have  been  allowed  to 
the  five  members  who  have  tendered 
applications.  In  the  form  of  a  sum¬ 
mary  of  our  interests  in  the  nurs-  - 
ing  world  this  past  year  I  might 
mention  that  in  May  we  delegated 
the  Misses  Mack,  Shears  and  Jacobi 
to  represent  our  Alumnae  at  the 
annual  national  convention  of  nurses 
at  San  Francisco.  These  delegates 
submitted  most  able  and  interesting 
reports  on  the  “Business  Transac¬ 
tions,”  the  “Social  Side  of  the  Con¬ 
vention”  and  on  “Papers  read  at  the 
Convention.”

of  the  State  Organization  to  promote 
the  idea  of  maintaining  a  nurses 
local  club  or  hotel.  Nothing  definite 
has  been  decided  upon. 

Miss  Fulmer  was  appointed  by  the 
Governor  to  serve  as  a  delegate  to 
the  International  Tuberculosis  Con¬ 
gress  held  in  Washington  in  Septem¬ 
ber  and  needless  to  say  we  are  very 
.proud  to  have  had  one  of  our  mem¬ 
bers  so  honored. 

It  is  my  personal  belief  that  we 
are  wide  awake  to  the  interest  of  our 
profession,  and  much  of  our  elert- 
ness  is  due  to  the  energy  and 
stimulus  of  our  President. 


As  to  the  “Journal”  I  feel  that  it 
has  been  anything  but  a  success  I 
have  been  much  disappointed  in  that

What  to  do  to  establish  an 
Alumnae  Fund  for  Disabled  Nurses 
was  a  question,  pressing,  not  to  say 
depressing,  that  was  seriously  dis¬ 
cussed  at  the  annual  meeting.  It 
presents  a  problem  that  comes  home 
directly  or  indirectly  to  every 
Alumnae  of  St.  Luke’s. 

This  fund  is  intended  to  provide 
for  disabled  and  convalescent  nurses, 
who  need  more  sustained  or  perma¬ 
nent  assistance  than  is  provided  for 
by  the  Sick  Benefit,  which  till  now 
has  been  all  that  was  requisite,  but, 
as  our  training  school  grows  older 
the  retired  list  becomes  longer,  and 
this  second  fund  becomes  a  neces¬ 
sity.  It  was  suggested  and’  met  the 
approval  of  all  nurses  present  that 
one  or  two  dollars  of  the  annual  dues 
should  be  appropriated  to  start  this, 
fund. 
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Miss  Garrabrant,  who  was  present, 
offered  a  commission  on  all  “Patience 
Puzzles”  the  nurses  would  sell. 
These  .jigsaw  puzzles  are  made  by 
Miss  Garrabrant  and  sell  at  from  one 
to  five  dollars  according  to  the  num¬ 
ber  of  pieces  and  the  intricacy  of 
the  design  She  now  disposes  of 
them  through  a  newsdealer  on  a 
fifteen  per  cent,  commission  but 
would  be  glad  to  allow  twenty  per 
cent,  for  this  fund  on  all  puzzles 
members  of  the  association  sold 

The  puzzles  can  be  ordered  of  her 
by  mail  or  phone,  at  her  home  ad¬ 
dress  5514  Monroe  Ave.  telephone 
Hyde  Park  799;  or  through  Miss 
Collins  at  the  hospital.  They  are 
guaranteed  to  keep  a  patient  mildly 
busy  for  any  where  from  two  hours 
to  as  many  weeks,  according  to  the 
puzzle  and  .the  patient’s  condition, 
patience  and  synthetical  ability. 
Incidentally  she  admits  with  modest 
frankness,  chat  they  might,  at  times 
serve  a  needed  purpose  in  distracting 
a  patient’s  attention  from  his  sur¬ 
roundings,  inclusive  of  the  nurse. 

No  action  was  taken  at  that  time, 
other  than  the  approval  of  those  pres¬ 
ent  of  setting  aside  $2.00  of  the 
annual  dues  for  this  fund  if  estab¬ 
lished.

of  St.  Luke's  Hospital,  Chicago: 

I  beg  to  submit  my  report  as  your 
proxy  to  the  stockholders  meeting  of 
the  Am.  Jour,  of  Nursing  Co.,  held 
in  New  York  on  January  21.

A  Letter  from  the  South. 

Texarkana,  Arkansas. 
My  Dear  Mrs.  Peterson: 

I  wonder  if  anything  I  could  tell 
of  my  present  home  would  be  of  any 
interest  to  the  Journal  readers.  The 
morning  of  New  Year’s  Day  found  me 
here,  after  a  long,  hard  trip,  through 
a  new  country,  which  was  interesting 
of  course. 

From  St.  Louis  I  took  the  Cotton 
Belt,  or  St.  Louis  and  Southwestern 
Railroad,  which  runs  almost  diago¬ 
nally  through  the  State  of  Arkansas, 
and,  of  course,  on  into  Texas,  but  I 
left  it  at  the  border  line — at  Tex¬ 
arkana,  at  which  city  the  Cotton  Belt 
Railroad  Hospital  is  located.  It  is 
really  in  the  suburbs  of  the  city  and 
on  a  hill,  in  the  center  of  many  acres 
of  railroad  property.  But,  returning 
to  the  trip,  before  I  go  farther,  it  was 
nearly  night  before  the  country  be¬ 
came  typically  Southern,  but  one  could 
see  the  changes.  The  homes  became 
more  unsubstantial,  and  the  majority 
were  built  on  the  brick  or  stone  pil¬ 
lars  so  familiar  to  Southern  travel¬ 
lers.  And  the  dark-hued  inhabitants 
became  more  numerous  about  the 
homes  until  we  could  see  only  them 
and  their  vari-colored  costumes.  And 
even  on  the  last  day  of  December  the 
little  pickaninnies  were  hopping 
about  bare-headed  and  bare-footed. 
As  we  went  through  the  woods 


of  the  country,  one  thought  na¬ 
ture  had  hung  her  Christmas 
decorations  in  them  for  the  bene¬ 
fit  of  the  birds  and  passersby.  Bunch 
after  bunch  of  mistletoe  hung  from 
the  high  branches  of  the  oak  trees,  the 
only  green  spot  on  the  great  trees. 
At  the  foot  of  these  grew  smaller  ones 
which  likewise  had  lost  their  green 
leaves,  but  were  covered  with  a  red 
berry,  which  we  in  the  North  know 
as  “Christmas  berry” — similar  to  the 
red  holly  berry.  And  lower  still  as 
a  background  to  these  were  hundreds 
of  palm  plants,  from  two  to  four  feet 
high.  Certainly  it  was  a  pleasure  to 
have  seen  such  beauty. 

Our  dinner  table  on  New  Year’s 
Day  and  many  since,  has  had  a  center- 
piece  of  sweet  violets  from  our  own 
yard.  Texarkana  has  about  25,000 
people,  10,000  in  the  Texas  side,  15,000 
in  the  Arkansas  side,  for  it  is  a 
“Twin  City,”  the  State  line  running 
directly  through  the  town — the  post- 
office  being  built  directly  on  the  line. 

The  Hospital  is  in  Arkansas.  We 
really  have  two — for  the  colored  de¬ 
partment  is  a  separate  building.  The 
nurses  are  graduates,  four  in  number, 
one  night  and  three  day  nurses.  At 
present  we  have  a  housekeeper,  but 
she  soon  will  leave  and  then  I  am  to 
take  charge  of  that  department,  as 
well  as  of  the  nurses.  Besides  this,  I 
have  the  surgical  department.  We 
have  150  beds,  but  scarcely  ever  run 
over  seventy-five  patients,  I  believe. 
There  is  a  chief  surgeon,  who  lives  in 
the  city.  His  assistant  and  two  in¬ 
ternes,  a  druggist  and  an  office  clerk 
compose  our  staff. 

While  many  things  are  strange  in 
the  South  to  me,  the  strangest  thing 
is  to  have  all  men  patients.  I  enjoy 
the  Alumnae  Journal  always,  but  now 
it  is  a  word  from  home  that  is  more 
than  welcome.  Wish  I  could  join  you 
in  some  of  your  meetings  at  the  old 
home,  on  a  Thursday  night,  but  as 
I  cannot,  I  do  wish  you  all  pleasure 
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at  those  meetings,  and  ask  once  in 
awhile  for  a  thought  of  me.

A  Cottage  in  the  Country. 

Shall  we  have  a  cottage  in  the  coun¬ 
try  this  summer,  where  our  members 
can  spend  their  vacations  at  a  nominal 
charge,  and  where  those  needing  a  long 
rest  may  be  accommodated  free  of 
charge  to  the  individual  if  necessary? 

The  idea  of  the  Alumnae  Associa¬ 
tion  supporting  a  cottage  was  first  dis¬ 
cussed  at  the  annual  meeting  and  the 
proposition  has  been  favorably  talked 
of  at  the  meetings  since  that  time. 
However,  as  all  cannot  be  present  to 


give  their  views  on  the  matter,  we  ask 
that  as  many  as  possible  write  to 
either  the  chairman  or  members  of  the 
committee  appointed  to  investigate 
this  project  stating  whether  or  not 
they  favor  the  plan.' 

Of  course  before  starting  a  cottage 
we  must  have  some  assurance  as  to 
how  many  would  avail  themselves  of 
such  a  place  and  as  to  the  number  v/ho 
would  be  dependent  and  the  number 
who  would  pay  their  way.  All  can 
readily  understand  that  this  is  neces¬ 
sary  before  undertaking  such  a  project 
— otherwise  we  might  have  a  white 
elephant  on  our  hands. 

It  has  been  suggested  that  the  first 
trial  be  for  only  two  or  three  months, 
to  see  how  we  would  get  along.  We 
v/ould  select  a  desirable  place  and 
make  everything  as  pleasant  as  pos¬ 
sible  and  have  good  plain  food — per¬ 
haps  some  nurse  incapacitated  for  reg¬ 
ular  nursing  could  act  as  managing 
housekeeper,  with  competent  help. 
Another  thing  to  be  thought  of  is  that 
the  time  for  the  different  ones  desir¬ 
ing  to  spend  their  vacations  at  the 
cottage  would  have  to  be  arranged  a 
little  beforehand,  so  that  at' no  time 
would  the  place  be  either  overcrowded 
or  have  too  few  there. 

It  is  possible  that  this  cottage  might 
grow  into  a  permanent  feature  with 
us,  and  that  instead  of  giving  the 
limit  of  our  sick  benefit  to  nurses  in¬ 
capacitated  for  a  long  time,  or  those 
entirely  incapacitated,  we  would  have 
this  home  where  they  could  rest  and 
have  all  necessary  conveniences  free 
of  charge.  In  this  event  the  location 
would  probably  be  nearer  the  city 
than  the  one  now  thought  of  for  the 
summer  months,  but  the  summer  cot¬ 
tage  would  give  us  some  idea  of  what 
we  could  do  in  the  future,  if  we  desire. 

The  committee  will  be  glad  to  re¬ 
ceive  any  suggestions  as  to  location 
of  cottage,  management,  etc.,  and  such 
suggestions  will  be  read  at  the  next 
meeting  if  party  making  them  cannot 
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be  present  to  speak  for  herself.  Let 
us  hear  from  you.

The  Sentiment  of  a  Graduate 
Reg*arding  a  Permanent 
Home  for  Nurses. 

On  Francis  street,  near  Tottenham 
Court  Road,  in  London,  is  situated  the 
Nurses  Hostel.  It  is  composed  of  sev¬ 
eral  houses,  where  communications 
have  been  made  to  throw  them  to¬ 
gether.  It  is  not  probable  that  this 
same  home,  if  duplicated  here,  would 
answer  the  same  purpose  it  does  there, 
but  if  we  could  have  some  such  place 
adapted  to  our  ovs^n  conditions,  that 
would  be  to  our  nurses  what  it  is  to 
the  English  nurse,  a  great  want  would 
be  supplied;  and  it  would  be  one  of 
the  greatest  facilities  to  the  graduate 
nurse,  whether  doing  private  duty  or 
taking  a  rest — for  there  a  nurse  could 
be  sure  of  securing  a  room  at  a  nom¬ 
inal  price.  The  many  objections  to 
this  kind  of  a  home  have  been  the 
means  of  preventing  its  organization 
for  years,  but  now  the  number  of 
nurses  is  so  large  that  enough  could 
be  found  to  avail  themselves  of  it  and 
it  would  be  self-supporting,  providing 
it  were  managed  on  a  business  basis. 
I  do  not  think  there  are  many  of  the 
older  nurses  who  would  not  hail  with 
delight  such. a  place,  where  they  could 
go  and  come  at  their  will;  and  a  great 
advantage  to  us  all  would  be,  if,  in  con¬ 
junction,  there  could  he  a  separate  part 
for  nurses  who  are  temporarily  in¬ 
capacitated.  Some  there  are,  and 
thank  God,  who  can  return  to  their 
homes  under  these  conditions,  but  with 
many  this  is  not  practical.  If  in  this 
extremity  they  could  secure  accommo¬ 
dations  at  a  moderate  price  it  would 
not  make  such  inroads  into  their  sav¬ 
ings,  and  they  would  be  independent, 
and  have  the  companionship  of  nurses. 


a  great  thing  at  such  times,  for,  al¬ 
though  nurses  may  like  to  be  alone 
when  very  busy,  when  laid  up,  as  it 
were,  they  enjoy  the  society  of  each 
other,  and  our  sister  nurses  are  to  us, 
what  our  school  friends  are  in  earlier 
life.  There  is  an  esprit  de  corps  that 
is  unusual. 

Let  us  all  work  together  for  a  gradu¬ 
ate  nurses’  home,  and  promote  any  plan 
that  is  feasible  to  that  end.  It  may  be 
a  small  beginning,  but  it  will  be  the 
nucleus  of  a  greater  achievement,  and 
some  day  a  commodious  building  will 
be  reared,  with  a  door  always  open  to 
our  nurses,  and  over  it  the  inscription 
“Graduate  Nurses’  Home.” 

This  is  what  some  place  not  so 
progressive  as  Chicago  is  doing  regard¬ 
ing  the  establishment  of  a  home  for 
nurses. 

Pasadena,  Cal.,  March  3. — Pasadena 
society  women  had  the  old  stunt  of 
“running  a  newspaper  for  a  day’* 
beaten  to  a  frazzle  when  they  took 
charge  of  the  big  Maryland  hotel  and 
operated  it  for  a  day  for  the  benefit 
of  charity. 

All  of  the  regular  employes  of  the 
hotel  went  on  vacation,  while  well- 
known  society  women  took  charge  of 
the  desk,  the  dining  room,  billard 
room,  kitchen,  baggage  and  parcel 
room  and  all  other  departments  of 
the  big  hostelry. 

Young  debutantes  fetched  ice  water 
and  performed  the  duties  of  the  “bell 
hop,”  while  their  mammas  and  elder 
sisters  looked  after  the  culinary  end 
of  the  establishment  and  saw  to  it  that 
no  guest  received  accommodations 
without  payment  in  advance.  From 
chambermaid  to  chef  all  of  the  em¬ 
ployes  for  the  day  were  women  well- 
known  in  Pasadena’s  most  exclusive 
social  circles. 

While  the  women  were  actuated  by 
purely  charitable  motives,  the  charity 
did  not  extend  to  the  hotel  “beat.” 
With  the  new  managers  in  charge  it 
was  a  case  of  settle  or  get  out. 

The  proceeds  of  the  venture  will  be 
used  to  build  a  home  for  Pasadena 
trained  nurses.

Ladies: — Your  Directors  report  hav¬ 
ing  held  regular  metings  throughout 
the  year — in  January,  April,  July,  and 
October.  At  the  January  meeting  Miss 
Davis  was  appointed  business  man¬ 
ager,  her  duties  to  begin  April  1st.  At 
that  time  she  resigned  as  a  director, 
and  Miss  M.  A.  Nutting  was  elected  to 
fill  the  vacancy.  Under  her  manage¬ 
ment  a  directory  for  institution  and 
hospital  positions  has  been  established, 
which  is  hoped  will  prove  of  service 
to  the  Nursing  profession.  A  book  de¬ 
partment  has  also  been  opened;  a 
great  convenience  to  Journal  subscrib¬ 
ers  in  securing  books  at  low  cost  with¬ 
out  corresponding  with  a  number  of 
publishing  houses. 

No  combinations  with  other  maga¬ 
zines  were  entered  into  during  the 
year,  so  that  the  subscription  list  rep¬ 
resents  hona  fide  subscribers  at  the 
full  price.  Your  Directors  considered 
very  carefully  the  matter  of  a  weekly 
publication  and  decided  that  owing  to 
the  general  business  depression  which 
might  affect  us  as  well,  and  the  greatly 
increased  cost  of  a  weekly  or  by¬ 
monthly  number,  not  to  undertake  it 
at  present. 

The  Nurses’  Associated  Alumnae,  at 
its  last  meeting,  voted  to  purchase,  if 
possible,  thirty-one  shares  of  Journal 
stock,  offering  notes  at  3  per  cent. 
Only  four  shares  have  been  trans¬ 
ferred  under  this  arrangement  and 
three  by  gift,  the  Alice  Fisher  Alum¬ 
nae  giving  one  share,  and  the  Johns 
Hopkins  Alumnae  Association  two 
shares  to  the  Associated  Alumnae.

Dear  Madam: 

A  committee  has  been  appointed  by 
the  Illinois  State  Association,  to  raise 
funds  to  build  a  shack  for  the  use  of 
graduate  nurses  who  have  contracted 
tuberculosis. 

This  shack  is  to  be  in  connection 
with  some  already  established  sanitar¬ 
ium,  thus  lessening  the  expense  of  ad¬ 
ministration.  A  shack  large  enough 
to  accommodate  six  patients,  equipped 
with  bath,  dressing  room,  etc.,  has 
been  considered.  It  is  estimated  that 
two  thousand  ($2,000)  dollars  would 
put  this  scheme  well  under  way.  If 
each  nurse  will  give  even  one  dollar, 
($1.00)  there  will  be  no  difficulty  in 
raising  the  required  amount. 

The  committee  has  in  view  endow¬ 
ment  features  dependent  on  the 
amount  of  money  given  that  will  as¬ 
sist  in  paying  the  board  of  nurses  oc¬ 
cupying  the  shack  and  unable  to  pay 
for  themselves. 

Do  you  realize  that  we  are  fifth  in 
the  list  of  occupations  for  women  in 
the  death  rate  from  tuberculosis? 

The  committee  requests  an  answer 
before  May  1st,  naming  the  amount  for 


which  you  will  be  responsible,  or  you 
may  send  the  money  direct  to  the 
treasurer  with  the  enclosed  blank.

Report  of  Delegates  to  the 
Annual  Convention  of  the 
National  Alumnae  Associa¬ 
tion  of  Nurses. 

Wednesday  morning,  June  9th,  the 
three  delegates  representing  St.  Luke’s 
Alumnae  Association  arrived  in  Min¬ 
neapolis  and  went  directly  to  the  West 
Hotel  to  register,  make  payment  of 
the  annual  dues  and  present  creden¬ 
tials.  Prom  there  they  went  to  the 
First  Baptist  Church,  to  attend  the 
session  of  “The  American  Federation 
of  Nurses,’’  a  meeting  comprised  of 
delegates  from  the  National  Alumnae 
Association  and  from  the  Superin¬ 
tendents  Society. 

The  session  w^as  called  to  order  by 
the  president,  Miss  Adelaide  Nutting 
of  New  York  City,  at  10  o’clock.  Mrs. 
H.  R.  Colvin,  of  St,  Paul,  made  the  ad¬ 
dress  of  welcome,  which  was  followed 
by  one  from  the  president  who  em¬ 
phasized  the  importance  of  intelligent 
co-operation  with  other  groups  of 
workers  in  matters  of  public  welfare, 
particularly  of  suffrage,  prohibition 
and  moral  prophylaxis.  She  expressed 
her  approval  of  laying  aside,  for  a 
time,  efforts  to  increase  the  Hospital 
Economics  Endowment  which  has  now 
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reached  such  figures  that  it  is  free 
from  immediate  embarrassment,  and 
of  concentrating  all  efforts  for  this 
year  in  increasing  the  Journal  Pur¬ 
chase  Fund  of  the  Associated  Alumnae. 

Miss  Dock,  the  International  Sec¬ 
retary,  gave  a  report  of  the  work  done 
by  the  International  Council  of  Nurses. 
She  especially  endorsed  self-govern¬ 
ment  for  nurses  in  all  countries.  An 
interesting  historical  account  of  this 
organization  was  briefly  sketched. 
Having  been  established  in  1899,  it 
has  now  a  large  membership,  Finland, 
Holland  and  Denmark  having  recently 
applied. 

The  Federation  next  appointed  its 
delegates  to  this  year’s  International 
Conveil  of  Nurses,  which  was  held  in 
London,  in  July.  Those  selected  were 
Miss  Jane  Delano,  Miss  Annie  Good¬ 
rich,  Miss  Nancy  Cadmus,  all  of  New 
York  City,  and  Mrs.  Hunter  Robb,  of 
Cleveland,  Ohio. 

The  most  impressive  paper  read  at 
this  session  was  that  of  Dr.  Richard 
Olding  Beard,  professor  of  physiology 
at  the  University  of  Minnesota,  en¬ 
titled  “The  University  Education  of 
the  Nurse.”  In  this  he  made  the  an¬ 
nouncement  that  a  department  of 
nursing  had  recently  been  established 
at  the  University  of  Minnesota.  A 
university  hospital  is  being  erected  in 
which  the  education  and  training  of 
the  nurse  is  the  first  consideration. 
The  economic  value  of  the  training 
school  to  the  hospital  is  a  subordinate 
consideration.  The  pupil  nurses  are 
to  be  a  part  of  the  body  of  university 
students — and  are  to  be  trained  under 
eight  paid  graduate  head  nurses. 

Following  this  paper  upon  the  sug¬ 
gestion  of  Miss  Helena  McMillan, 
superintendent  of  the  Presbyterian 
School  of  Nurses,  Chicago,  a  commit¬ 
tee  was  appointed  to  send  a  letter  of 
recommendation  to  the  universities  of 
the  country  asking  that  such  courses 
shall  become  a  part  of  the  regular  cur¬ 
riculum.  To  those  who  have  been 
w'orking  to  advance  the  education  of 


the  Trained  Nurse — those  who  are  en¬ 
deavoring  to  place  it  on  a  equality 
with  other  educational  requirements 
this  mark  of  advancement  means 
much. 

In  the  afternoon  three  interesting 
papers  were  read  embracing  these 
topics,  viz.:  “Venerial  Disease  and 
Moral  Prophylaxis,”  by  Dr.  Caroline 
Hedger  of  Chicago;  “The  Visiting 
Nurses  Need  of  Social  Training,”  by 
Miss  Abbie  J.  Peters  of  St.  Paul,  and 
“Social  Service  Work,”  by  Miss  Ida 
M.  Cannon  of  Boston.  Also  a  sym¬ 
posium  on  “Child  Saving  Work,”  half 
of  which  was  omitted.  The  two  pa¬ 
pers,  one  by  Miss  Leet  on  “The  Babies 
Dispensary  of  Cleveland,”  and  one  by 
Miss  Gardner  on  “Summer  Work,” 
were  enthusiastically  discussed,  and 
suggestions  were  requested  as  to  how 
present  conditions  might  he  remedied. 

This  closed  the  all-day  session  of 
business.  In  the  evening  a  reception 
to  the  Federation  of  Nurses  was  given 
at  Fields’  Tea  Rooms,  St.  Paul,  by  the 
graduate  nurses  of  the  Twin  Cities,  at 
which  there  was  a  gratifying  attend¬ 
ance. 

Thursday. 

On  Thursday  morning,  the  Nurses 
Associated  Alumnae  held  their  first 
meeting,  called  at  ten  o’clock  by  its 
president.  Miss  Darner.  After  the  roll 
call  and  the  report  of  the  Board  of 
Directors,  written  by  Miss  Sarah  E. 
Sly,  but  delivered  by  Miss  Agnes 
Denus,  Asst.  Interstate  Secretary,  be¬ 
cause  of  Miss  Sly’s  illness,  the  presi¬ 
dent  made  a  brief  address  in  which 
she  referred  to  the  increasing  neces¬ 
sity  for  reorganization.  The  benefits 
derived  from  the  Hospital  Economics 
Course  were  discussed  by  Miss  Helen 
Kelly,  an  Illinois  Training  School 
graduate.  The  suggestion  made  by 
Miss  Balcom,  one  of  our  graduates, 
that  the  lack  in  the  benefits  from  this 
course  was  due  to  the  want  of  prepara¬ 
tion  in  the  individual  seemed  to  come 
nearer  to  the  gist  of  the  question  than 
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any  other  one.  Miss  Florence  Hender¬ 
son,  anaesthetist  for  the  Drs.  Mayo 
of  Rochester,  Minn.,  read  a  paper  on 
“The  Nurse  as  an  Anaesthetist,”  a 
subject  many  delegates  v/ere  eager  to 
hear,  but  in  which  there  was  disap¬ 
pointment  as  it  was  not  at  all  satis¬ 
fying  in  its  treatment  of  the  subject. 

At  the  afternoon  session  the  report 
of  Miss  Sly,  the  Interstate  Secretary, 
was  read  by  Miss  Deans.  Greetings 
were  received  by  the  Association  from 
Miss  Sly — and  were  read  at  this  time, 
and  a  return  message  regretting  her 
absence  was  dispatched.  Likewise 
was  a  cablegram  of  Greetings  sent  to 
Miss  Florence  Nightingale. 

A  paper  on  “State  Societies,  their 
Organization  and  Place  in  Nursing 
Education,”  was  read  by  Miss  Sophia 
F.  Palmer,  and  ably  discussed  by  Miss 
Genevieve  Cooke  of  Oakland,  Cali¬ 
fornia,,  v/ho  suggests  that  reorganiza¬ 
tion  into  county  societies  would  inspire 
greater  local  interest.  These  papers 
gave  rise  to  general  discussion  which 
•resulted  in  the  recommendation  that 
a  committee  be  appointed  to  outline  a 
plan  for  the  reorganization  of  all  our 
nursing  bodies.  Miss  Cooke  recom¬ 
mended  further  that  a  subscription  to 
the  official  organ  of  the  society,  “The 
American  Journal  of  Nursing,”  be  in¬ 
cluded  in  the  membership  dues. 

Miss  Alline’s  paper  on  “What  State 
Supervision  has  done  for  Training 
Schools,”  made  a  forcible  impression 
of  the  wonderful  results  of  the  work 
done  in  New  York  State  along  this 
line. 

Mrs.  Hunter  Robb,  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  the  Red  Cross  work, 
presented  a  very  carefully  prepared 
and  detailed  report  of  the  work  of  her 
committee — which  included  a  report 
of  conferences  held  with  the  officers 
i  of  the  “National  Red  Cross”  in  Wash¬ 
ington,  with  suggestions  submitted  to 
them  by  the  committee  and  those  sug¬ 
gested  by  the  Red  Cross  Society  in 
return.  Mrs.  Robb  reported  that  at 
this  conference  she  presented  a  plan 


of  affiliation  between  the  Red  Cross 
Society  and  the  Associated  Alumnae 
which  was  rejected.  However,  much 
of  her  plan  was  embodied  in  one  sub¬ 
mitted  to  her  by  the  Red  Cross.  This 
proposal  was  that  in  the  formation  of 
a  special  nursing  department  of  the 
National  Red  Cross  the  government 
shall  be  in  the  hands  of  a  committee 
of  sixteen,  of  v/hom  nine  shall  be 
nurses  appointed  by  the  Nursing  As¬ 
sociation.  Following  a  thorough  dis¬ 
cussion,  resolutions  to  accept  this 
proposal  were  presented  and  unan¬ 
imously  adopted.  The  Red  Cross  Com¬ 
mittee,  re-elected,  was  instructed  to 
work  out  such  a  plan  in  detail  with 
the  National  Red  Cross  Society. 

Discussions  of  such  topics  as  State 
Registration,  Reciprocity  and  Central 
Directories,  had  to  be  withdrawn  from 
the  program  on  account  of  the  lateness 
of  the  hour.  The  session  convened 
promptly  at  4.15  in  order  that  all 
might  attend  the  novel  excursion  pic¬ 
nic  at  Minnehaha  Falls.  Each  mem¬ 
ber  as  she  left  the  Church  was  pro¬ 
vided  with  a  lunch  box  in  the  form  of 
a  small  suit  case — containing  numer¬ 
ous  “goodies”  and  covered  with  ad¬ 
vertising  labels — which  made  them 
the  more  attractive  and  suggestive. 

Most  of  the  delegates  were  taken 
for  a  long  street  car  ride  through  the 
twin  cities  in  chartered  cars,  arriving 
at  the  Falls  at  seven  o’clock.  Others 
were  members  of  private  automobiles, 
your  delegates  being  the  guests  of 
Miss  Susan  E.  Holmes,  who  later  with 
Miss  McConnell,  Supt.  of  Rest  Hos¬ 
pital,  entertained  us  at  a  dinner  party 
given  on  the  attractive  hospital 
grounds. 

Friday  morning.  Miss  B.  M.  Courier 
of  Oakland,  California,  delivered  the 
first  paper,  entitled,  “Aspects  of  the 
Tuberculosis  Problem,”  one  which 
proved  most  interesting,  with  its 
truths,  bits  of  humor  and  pathos.  An¬ 
other  entertaining  paper  was  read  by 
Miss  Charlotte  Dancy  of  the  Battle 
Creek  Sanitarium,  “Post-Operation 
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Care  without  Drugs.”  A  careful  out¬ 
line,  with  illustrations,  was  given  and 
a  most  peculiar  sense  of  amazement 
and  wonder  was  imprinted  upon  the 
audience.  So  many  applications  of 
compresses,  much  massage,  lavage  and 
enemata,  were  used.  “In  case  of  shock 
— what  then?”  was  asked.  “V/e  never 
have  such  a  thing,”  the  reply.  It 
v/as  a  difScult  paper  to  discuss. 

A  paper,  full  of  valuable  suggestions 
to  the  graduate  nurse  on  “The  Limita¬ 
tions  of  the  Nursing  Profession,”  was 
ably  given  by  Mrs.  L.  Baldwin  Lock- 
wood  of  Connecticut.  It  was  one  of 
the  piost  impressive  papers  delivered. 

After  the  noon  recess,  at  which 
time  much  of  the  voting  for  nev/  of¬ 
ficers  and  directors  was  done.  Miss 
Lent  of  Baltimore  told  us  much  of 
“District  Nursing  and  How  to  Organ¬ 
ize.” 

Miss  Lina  Lightbourn  of  Syracuse 
read  a  paper  entitled :  “How  can  Skilled 
Nursing  be  Provided  for  the  People 
of  Moderate  Means,”  and  suggested 
that  this  could  best  be  done  by  estab¬ 
lishing  a  school  with  graduate  nurses 
as  supervisors. 

The  paper  on  “Central  Directories 
and  Club  Houses”  was  regretfully 
dispensed  with,  because  of  the  lateness 
of  the  hour  and  of  the  necessity  for 
discussion  of  more  vital  subjects, 
namely:  the  purchase  of  the  Journal 
of  Nursing  by  the  Associated  Alumnae. 
Miss  Palmer  presented  a  plan,  sug¬ 
gesting  that  each  affiliated  member  of 
the  society  be  asked  to  contribute  50 
cents  a.s  her  share  of  the  balance  of 
the  Purchase  Fund.  If  this  amount 
of  money  can  be  turned  in  before  the 
first  of  December,  the  Association  will 
own  more  than  60  of  the  100  shares 
of  stock  at  the  time  of  the  next  stock¬ 
holder’s  meeting.  This  was  accepted 
with  enthusiasm  and  in  a  few  minutes 
pledges  were  made  to  the  extent  of 
over  $3,000.00. 

The  newly  elected  Officers  for  the 
ensuing  year  were  introduced  after 
the  report  of  the  election  had  been 
given,  and  appointment  of  the  nom¬ 


inating  committee  was  made  by  the 
president. 

Miss  Eldredge  was  appointed  Chair¬ 
man,  with  Miss  Balcom  of  Iowa,  Miss 
Golding  of  New  York,  and  Miss  Cou¬ 
rier  of  California,  which  in  itself 
proves  that  western  representation  is 
coming  prominently  to  the  front  in 
this  vast  organization.  Eastern  and 
western  delegates  came  to  a  happy 
agreement  on  Miss  Delano’s  candidacy, 
and  both  she  and  Miss  Palmer  were 
nominated  from  the  floor.  Miss  De¬ 
lano  of  New  York  was  elected.  She 
was  formerly  supt.  of  nurses  at  Belle¬ 
vue  Hospital,  New  York  City,  but  is 
at  the  present  time  associated  with 
the  -work  of  the  Red  Cross  Society. 

A  resolution  v^ras  presented,  ex¬ 
pressing  appreciation  of  the  long, 
faithful  and  efficient  administration  of 
the  affairs  of  the  Association  by  the 
retiring  president.  Miss  Annie  Darner, 
and  the  last  session  adjourned. 

The  entire  convention  was  one  of 
satisfaction,  the  election  of  officers 
and  decision  in  regard  to  the  Journal 
especiallj^ 

Socially  only  the  two  “big  things” 
were  those  mentioned,  but  many  small 
dinners  and  luncheons  were  tendered 
to  various  delegates.  After  the  long, 
tiresome  sessions,  where  our  nerve 
tension  was  keyed  up  almost  to  the 
utmost  degree,  the  entire  time  we 
were  all  eager  to  retire  to  our  rooms 
to  rest  and  recuperate  for  the  next 
day’s  duties.

The  American  Journal  of  'Nursing" 
is  now  nine  years  old,  and  is  finan¬ 
cially  in  a  flourishing  condition.  The 
risk  when  it  was  first  published  was 
taken  by  Miss  Dock,  Miss  Palmer, 
Miss  Nevins,  Miss  Mclsaacs,  Miss 
Richards,  Miss  Alline  and  Miss 
Darner. 

The  Journal  is  the  representative 


organ  of  the  nursing  profession,  pub¬ 
lishing  the  reports  and  news  of  all 
the  principle  nursing  organizations, 
namely:  the  Associated  Alumnae  of 
the  United  States,  the  Red  Cross  Or¬ 
ganization,  the  Army  and  Navy  Nurs¬ 
ing  Corps,  the  St.  Barnabas  Guild  for 
Nurses  and  a  large  majority  of  the 
County  and  State  societies. 

Journal  stock  is  now  worth  $100.00 
a  share.  Shares  owned  by  individual 
nurses  or  by  alumnae  associations, 
have  from  time  to  time,  been  bought 
up  by  the  National  Association,  or 
have  been  deeded  to  it  as  gifts,  as  it 
has  for  years  contemplated  the  owner¬ 
ship  of  the  magazine.
